The new restrictions impact all residents
in the Town of Discovery Bay, and we
encourage everyone (o do their part to
conserve.

There are a number of simple and
easy approaches that everyone can do to
help conserve water in and around the
home. Rethinking the way you use water
— both indoors and outdoors — will help
stretch our limited supplies and ensure
waler is there when we need it.

* Little leaks can add up (o a lot of wasted
water. A small drip can waste 70 gallons
of water in a day, while a steady leak
just one-sixteenth of an inch in size can
send more than 1,000
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gallons a day down
